Lon» CAnrasa was yesterday even more than 
usually complimentary. He expressed, as few can 
¢xprem, admiration for the beautiful scenery of Cork 
and her unrivalled harbour. He spoke of sgriculture 
as if he had all his life been familiar with ‘arming. 
To attend these annual gatherings is wre . the most 
delightful of his functions. Agriculture is the most 
important of all subjects connected with the pros- 
perity of Ireland, for tillage and pasture employ 63 
out of every 100 persons in this island. His Excel- 
lency proved, most satisfactorily, that Ireland was in- 
tended by nature to be a eattle- country, 
and entered philosophically into the causes of the 
moisture and verdure of Ireland. Nay, he becomes a 


mation. He stated that Scotland possessed in 1859 
974,437 head of cattle, but Ireland possessed | 
3,630,954, and that one-half of the entire 4 
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furnish her with corn. In 1847, the firkins of batter 
manufactured in Cork were only 253,000; in 1859, 
they amounted to 420,000, worth a million of money. 
As a fair test of the prosperity of Ireland, his Excel- 
lency states that the number of persons receiving re- 
lief from poor-rate in Ireland was only 1 per cent. 
of the population, while in Scotland it was 4, and in 
England 44. The mud cabins, too, are rapidly 
disappearing; there are only 125,000 now, in place 
of 491,000. 

All this, as his Excellency expresses it, proves “the 
“talent and faculties of an advancing people; nay, 
they are proofs “of the industry and enterprise of 
“an alert and quick-witted race.” Even emigration 
shows “that there is a demand for the nafural 
“and acquired intelligence of the young.” In short, 
there is not in the world a country so rapidly pro- 
gressing, or a people more strenuously endeavouring 
to progress. 

Lord Carlisle has made himself up admirably upon 
these statistica, and no man can render more inter- 
esting, or express with better grace, the details 
of collected information. But these just commenda- 
tions upon Ireland and Irishmen come with strange 
inconsistency from a member of a Ministry which 
has ined to leave such a land and such a race 
utterly def Ireland, on Lord Carlisle's own 
showing, is well worth fighting for, as well as worth de- 
fending ; and these panegyrics appear to be insincere, 
when the first invader who chooses to seize the island 
is favoured by the Ministry so far as to be assured 
of no resistance. Although we are a progressive 
„people; although we are alert.“ “ quick-witted,” 
intelligent.“ and “industrious ;" although the 
country is singularly tranquil, generally considered, 
we are not permitted even to arm in self-defence. 
We may be good agriculturists, admirable rearers 
of cattle; we may pursue all the useful arts 
of peace, but we must remain deprived of the 
first privilege of freemen, and stand unarmed, 
as well as undefended, spectators of an armed 
world, destined to be the sport or prey of the 
conqueror in the melee that all perceive is ra- 
pidly approaching. While we are not permitted 
even to form a- single Volunteer Corps, the people 
must believe that these praises, so lavishly bestowed 
upon the beauty and salubrity of the country, the 
excellence of its productions, and the activity and 
intelligence of its people, are directed to foreign 
ears, and are intended to direet an invader's cupi- 
dity to such a land where he cannot be opposed, 
much less resisted, and thus lure him from at- 
tempting to violate the well-protected soil of 
England. 
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Tun coroner's inquest, held yesterday, on the body 
of one of the unfortunate men killed by the accident 
in Baggot-street, has decided that the scaffolding 
was properly and securely erected, and that the ca- 
tastrophe was occasioned by the falling of one of 
those ponderous cornices which it is now the fashion 
to erect. The plans and sections.of this cornice were 
produced to the jury. The materials were proved 
to be good, but the evidence was contradictory as to 
whether the actual construction was properly carried 
on. In London no building can be erected without 
the sanction of a Public Surveyor; ami from the 
number of accidents which have occurred in this 
city, it Js most desirable that a similar officer were 
created, and similar precautions adopted here. 

But the men who have been thus suddenly de- 
prived of life, and two of those who are still in suf- 
fering and danger, were the only support of their 
families. The horror of their fate is enough to em- 
bitter the lives of those who depended on them 
without the additional suffering of starvation or the 
degradation of the poorhouse. We would suggest 
that the ladies and gentlemen of the wealthy district 
in which the accident occurred should form a com- 
mittee and collect subscriptions to relieve, as far as 
possible, those who have been thus suddenly de- 
prived of their only support. If this suggestion can 
be carried out, we will be happy to give any assist- 
ance in our power to such a cause.

The National Gazette says on the subject of the in- 
terview between the Prince Regent of Prussia and the

As regards the conciliatory tendency alluded to by 
the Prussian Gazetic, our latest news from Paris and 
Turin proves that Prussia has shown several little 
acts of diplomatic courtesy towards the Court of Vienna.
